There is one race inhabiting the 


Philippines which will be a welcome 
addition to American citizenship and 
win be afforded every facility and in- 
ducement to immigrate to tbe United 
States and engage in the skilled labor 
in which it has no peer. This is the 
giant Easi Indian honey bee. and in- 
vestigation of Us work and immense 
capacity for making honey and wax 
has interested the department of agri- j 
culture in the consideration of an early 
effort to introduce it into tbe United 
States. 


Secretary Wilson said in connection 


with the proposed importation of these 
bees to the United States, that a spe- 
cial appropriation would be asked in 
his coming report to congress for the 
investigation ot the bees of the world, 
and a swarm of the big Philippine 
honeymakers would be brought to Am- 
erica as soon as the question of their 
value and tbe possibility of their ac- 
climatisation has been fully determin- 
ed. There will also be an appropria- 
tion requested for the study of the 
agricultural and kindred products of 
the newly acquired territory of the 
United States, and even under this 
head the great honey bees ot the east: 
could be Introduced by the department 
to this country. 
To scientists this 


bee is known as apis dorsata, a spe- 
cies common throughout the tropical 
regions of tbe east, and in tbe Phil- 
ippine 'islands the largest variety of 
this species is found. It is nearly one 
half larger than our native honey bee 
and builds a comb, heavy with wax 
and honsy, five or six times as large as 
the ones that are found in American 
orchards and forests. In addition to 
the enormous manufacturing capacity 
of'this particular bee its introduction 
will nave .the important effect of se- 
curing from some'of the richest non- 
ey-bearing plants of the United States 
the sweet juices "which now remain 
ungatbered. Tbe propagation ana in- 
crease of these plants will also be im- 
measurably assisted by other services 
'the big beeg will-render. Tbese extra- 
ordinary results will be brought about 
for the reason that tbe giant of the 
east has, a.tongue nearly twice as long 
as our native bees. 
All these Uttie 


workers get at tbe honey in the flow- 
ers with their tongues; but many blos- 
soms have such deep wells that our 
native bees, cannot reach It, and, know- 
ing this through inherited tradition, 
never try. The principal honey-bear- 
ing flower which our native bees fine 
too hard a problem for their limited 
honey pumps is red clover. 
The'long 
tongues qt tne big Paiiippiae bees 
would find these clover blossoms a 
mine of sweetness, and thousands o: 
tons of honey would be yielded up that 
is now practically a loss to the world 
[n return for the honey these bees 
would find In the red clover their in- 
troduction to that plant would prove 
an inestimable assistance to its re- 
production. 
Bees play a most import- 


ant part in this operation, carrying as 
they do the pollen of one flower to 
another, the fertilizing powder cling- 
ing to the limbs and body of the little 
insect. The question of the possibil 
ity of acclimatizing these inhabitants 
-of the Philippines in the colder lati- 
tudes of America, is not discouraging 
The,, giant bees'are. found in the moun- 
tain regions -all through India and 
have been seen busily at work at alt! 
tudes of 5.000 feet. In the Philippine 
islands their colonies are most numcr 
ous in tbe mountains, as the indefati- 
gable quest of the natives for their 
honey combs has driven them to tfap 
less thickly inhabited regions. 
Filipinos find their daily bread a rath- 
er'easy- proposition, but they are fond 
ot honey on the staff ot life, and wax 
is nest to gold in its attractions for 
fortune-seekers. 
In the east wax is 


a principal: article of staple commerce 
due to the manner .in which the clothes 
worn by the natives- are dyed. These 
clothes when fresh woven are covered 
with a thin layer of wax, leaving ex 
posed the portions which it is deslrec 
to dye. "The .cloth is then soaked in 
the dye and'the wax which covers and 
protects the fiber where it has been 
spread prevents any 
of the waxed 


parts from taking up the color. This 
manner of dyeing'ts so general in tne 
east that ifc^TC is ft tremendous de- 
mand for wax at all times. 
The wax 


also is exported in large quantities to 
Europe for making candies. The com- 
mercial probabilities of the introduc- 
tion and incrwwe of the giant bees to 
the United States would principally 
affect the •'production of wax. 
This 


commodity "has risen so greatly in 
price through the invention of the 
graphopJipne that the . manufacturers 
of, wax goods often have been without 
material"for their product. The big 
bees bnlia '"thillr hives on tall forest 
trees or on the overhanging ledges of 
Inaccessible cliffs.

Hie visits to Paris for aome 
years have -been, shorter and less fre- 
quent. says London Truth. He is tbe 
most popular prince of his time in 
France 
Tney used to say that if he 


were pretender, we might expect a res- 
toration of the monarchy. He must be 
like the duchess of Kent, who had a 
deal of human nature of a kindly, 
healthy sort, and was fond, almost to 
the degree of mania, of making pres- 
ents. The prince is always buying jew- 
elry to give away, and hardly ever 
buys anything .. for himself In Rue de 
le Paix shops. He is quite free from 
self-consciousness, :is naturally affable, 
and lets nature lead him. It has been 
remarked in France that in public his 
tact is never at fault.- He never makes 
one feel he is the prince of Wales, and 
never lets one forget-it. Yet he is un- 
yielding on "points of precedence. The 
prince is ocardier without being a jin- 
go. He stands by his colonies and 
thinks the kingdom of England as good 
as no matter what empire. At the ex- 
hibition ceremonies of 1878 he always 
walked abreast ;'witk, Marshal MacMa- 
hon, then head of the state. How he 
did exert himself to give luster to the 
British section of that exhibition!. The 
English require of the: prince a life of 
busy idleness, dinner-eating, philanr 
thropy and publicity. He does what 
he can to satisfy them; and always 
with a gooa vgrace. . One wondera now 
he has kept so much freshness and 
good humor. A less natural and ge- 
nial person must have long ago be- 
come morose, or an unsympathlzlng 
"stick." A society of selfish and mu- 
;tually repulsive units needs him to give 
them cohesion. He is ^'.'constantly go- 
ing among them to render. that service.

Man is a fighting animal. After *,00< 
years, according to biblical chronolo- 
gy, two highly civilized nations have 
just been flying at 
one another's 


throats. The most enlightened natioc 
in the world, the United States 3* 
America, has been engaged in a war, 
variously stated to be for "the pacifi- 
cation of Cuba," "the freedom of Cu- 
ba," '"the annexation of Cuba/' "a 
war for humanity," "a war to drive 
Spain out of the western hemisphere," 
and "a war to revenge the Maine." 
Universal peace Is a dream of the 
student and the scholar. That amiable 
person. Albert, the priace consort—- 
who was imported from Germany Into 
England to continue the royal Hano- 
verian line—believed in peace. At ib« 
opening of the crystal palace exhi- 
bition, nearly half a century ago, h* 
told the world that this exhibition her- 
alded the dawn of peace; that there- 
after the dogs of war would never be 
let loose. This was in 1S51. Yet in 
1854 England waged war against Rus- 
sia; in 1S56 she waged war against 
China; in 1S5S she waged war against, 
Persia; in 1S57 she made blood ran 
like /water in India, crushing the mu- 
tiny there; In'1856 France. Italy, and 
Austria became engaged in war; In 
1861 the United States entered upon 
the bloodiest civil war ever known to 
the world: in 1866 Prussia vanquished 
Austria; in 1S67 England began her 
war against Abyssinia; In 1870 Franc* 
and Germany 'engaged in their bloody 
struggle; in 1874 England waged war 
against the Ashantees; (n 1377 Russia 
and Turkey wen. to war; in 1879 Stag- 
land began her Zulu war; In 1882 En- 
gland bombarded Alexandria and in- 
vaded Egypt: In ISS3 Chile and Pern 
were at war; in 1&S3 the French were 
at war in Tonklng; in 1894 China and 
Japan went to war; In 1896 Greece 
an* Turkey were at war; In 1898 the 
United States went to war with Spain. 
These are a few of the wars that bav« 
taken place In the last half century, 
not to mention the scores of minor 
wars in half-civilized countries like 
South America.

CATCHING THE SARDINE. 


Th* 1S98 sardine Is now on th* mar- 


ket. The BSblag season logins early 
la June, and IB now successful 
in 


place* along the Atlantic toast and on 
Puget sound. The coast or Norway 
and Brittany, in France, art the scenes 
of the heaviest takes. and the grad* 
of sardines obtained there ar« supe- 
rior. AS soon as the fishermen no- 
tices shoal* of porpoise Or flocks of 
seagull* off shore *ail u made lmme, 
diately, for the sardine is tiere 
A 


curious thing about this kind of fish 
Ing Is that one rarely 5^ m 
: 


sardine out of the water. 
The fish 


makes a little squeak whta taken from 
the water aad dies instantly 
Of the 


250 or 300 fishing boais fitted out as 
Belle Isle about iCO belong to Palais 
and the other to Sauzou. It i, in 
these two ports that the French fish- 
ermen sell, their fish. An ordinary 
catch of sardines gives to each boat 
from 8,000 to 10.000 fish, and the pric-e 
w regulated by the quantity brought 
in by the fish comers. Seven francs a 
thousand is a fair price. During the 
wdine season about 300 women and 
fifty men anxiously await the arrival 
of the first boat*, it there are no fish 
there la no work for them. Wben the 
news arrives that the boats have their 
welcome cargoes the women, la their 
Picturesque costumes, rush to the can- 
nery like a flock of frightened sheep 
and each takes her place IB the great 
room where the fish undergo their first 
preparation. 
Here the sardines are 


spread upon the table and sprinkled 
with salt TheB they are cleaned, and 
when that operation is finished they 
are sorted by irftle boys and carried 
iBto another part of the establish- 
ment, where they are put IB pickle. 
After this the fish are washed and 
placed one by one. with great care 
upon the nets, called "grills," and put 
out to dry in the open air. 
If the 


weather la wet or even foggy this op- 
eratlon is impossible, and 
the fish 


spoil and become worSfless, except for 
fertilizer. The tins In which the sar- 
dines are then packed are carried o> 
the oijsag -room, where toe last ma- 
nipulation consists of filling them with 
oil. It is in this part of the establish- 
ment that the tomato saace and the 
spices are placed in the boxes whicn 
give to the French preparation of 
•ardiues their universal renown 
Jn 


any of the above important establish- 
ments the sardines are prepared and 
exported ten hours after coming but 
of the water. Gourmets should never 
eat newly prepared sardines. They 
have neither the perfume nor the fla- 
vor of those which have Jain in th< 
boxes for a year.
